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REMARKS 

Claim Reiiectioins 
35 UC S 102 

Claim 1 was rejected under 35 USC § 102 as being anticipated by Koffler et al. That 
rejection is obviated by the current amendment to claim 1 (and the remaining claims by virtue of 
their dependencies). Koffler teaches a mitt, rounded at the closed ends. Such devices are not 
very useful in picking up flat objects. The claim amendments herein require that the pockets 
have closed ends with mutually opposable flattened surfaces near said ends. This spatulated 
design is inconsistent with the "mitt" concept of Koffler. 

35 USC 8 103 

Claims 2-6 were rejected under 35 USC 103 as being obvious over Koffler et al. in 
view of various other references. Those claims, as well as claim 7, are all allowable as being 
dependent upon allowable claim 1. 

35 USC S 112 

The examiner pointed out that claim 1 needs to be revised to substitute "fingers" for 
"finders". That amendment is made herein. 

No New Matter 

Amendment of the claims herein does not introduce any new matter. The claim 
amendments are readily apparent fi-om the drawing figures 1-3.
